UNDULANT fev er is a disease 
which has appeared in many parts 
of the world under half a dozen 
different names—Malta fev er, goat 
fev er. Bang's disease, Mediterra­ 
nean fev er, and Rock fev er, 
A tricky infection caused b y a 
germ known as b rucella, it has as 
many disguises as aliases, imitating 
ev erything from a mild cold to a 
sev ere mental illness or ev en ap­ 
pendicitis. 
Growing Prob lems 
Today we designate all of its 
many forms under one name, b ru­ 
cellosis, and recognize it as a grow­ 
ing prob lem in the United States, 
where it is estimated to attack some 
350,000 people annually. 
The germs of this disease are 
found in many animals and it is 
known to b e prev alent among cattle, 
pigs and goats in numerous areas. 
Human 
cases 
apparently 
result 
from contact with infected animals 
or their products, no instance of 
direct spread of b rucellosis from 
man to man ev er hav ing b een re­ 
ported. And the important point to 
b ear in mind u» that just recently 
we hav e found a v ery useful treat­ 
ment for this disease. 
The early symptoms of this dis­ 
ease resemb le those of other acute 
infections. At the start, they may­ 
b e so slight that they are ov er­ 
looked or are confused with an 
attack of influenza. The symptoms 
clear up, b ut recurrence soon takes 
place. 
In this disorder there is fev er, 
b ut the pulse rate is slowed down. 
Marked weakness is an outstanding 
feature, and it is likely to persist 
long after other symptoms hav e 
sub sided. Chills and sweats may oc­ 
cur, and anx iety is apparent. Head­ 
ache, b ackache and joint pains are 


likely to he present, as well as pain 
in the ab domen which may b e so 
sev ere as to b e mistaken for appen­ 
dicitis. There may b e nerv ous symp­ 
toms, such as sleeplessness, rest­ 
lessness and irritab ility. 
After the acute stage of 
the 
disease has passed, the Bymptoms 
b ecome milder. There is fev er, 
weakness and indefinite pains. In 
the chronic form of the condition, 
the symptoms persist ov er long 
periods of time. Sev ere mental de­ 
pression is not unusual, and 
the 
weakness is persistent. 
In making the diagnosis, a careful 
study of the pat ient and his 
medical 
history is necessary. 
Comb inations 
of 
etreptomrycm 
and the sulfonamide drugs hav e 
b een found useful in the treatment 
of b rucellosis. The new- antib iotic 
preparation known as aureomycin 
also seems to b e effectiv e. The com­ 
b ination of aureomycin and strep­ 
tomycin has, to date, prov ed to b e 
the most effectiv e treatment of this 
condition in b oth man and animal. 
In chronic cases, preparations of 
manganese hav e b een used and re­ 
ported)^ with much b enefit. 
Prev ention of this disorder is ex ­ 
tremely important. The av oidance 
of unpasteurized or unb oiled milk 
is essential. Many patients contract 
the disease through contact with 
infected animals; thus the elimina­ 
tion of the disease in animals will, 
of course, aid in prev enting its 
spread to human b eings. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. S.: What causes stones to form 
in the saliv ary glands? 
Answer: The cause of such stor* 
formation is not known. This might 
b e due to some infection, or possi­ 
b ly to a chemical change in the 
glands of saliv ary secretion.

Symptoms of Undulant Fever 


Bf HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
I likely to I e present, if well as pain 
UNDULANT fever is a disease 
which has appeared in many parte 
of the world under half a dozen j 
different names—Malta lever, goat 
fever. Bang's disease, Mediterra­ 
nean fever, and Rock fever. 
A tricky infection caused by a 
germ known as brucella, it has as 
many disguises as aliases, imitating 
everything from a mild cold to a 
severe mental illness or even ap­ 
pendicitis. 
Growing Problems 
Today we designate all of its 
many forms under one name, bru­ 
cellosis, and recognize it as a grow­ 
ing problem in the United States, 
where it is estimated to attack some 
850.000 people annually. 
The germs of this disease are 
found in many animals and it ie 
known to be prevalent among cattle, 
pigs and goats in numerous areas. 
Human 
cases 
apparently 
result 
from contact with infected animals 
or their products, no instance of 
direct spread of brucellosis from 
man to man ever having been re­ 
ported. And the important point to 
hear in mind is that just recently 
we have found a very useful treat­ 
ment for this disease. 
The early symptoms of this die­ 
s e s resemble those of other acute 
infections. At the start, they may 
be so slight that they are over­ 
looked or are confused with an 
attack of influenza. The symptoms 
eleer up, but recurrence soon takes 
place. 
In this disorder there is fever, 
but the pulse rate is slowed down. 
Marked weakness is an outstanding 
feature, and it is likely to persist 
long after other symptoms have 
•ubsided. Chills and sweats may oc­ 
cur, and anxiety is apparent. Head­ 
ache, backache and joint pains are 


in the abdomen which may be eo 
severe as to be mistaken for appen­ 
dicitis. There may be nervoue symp­ 
toms, such as sleeplessness, rest­ 
lessness and irritability. 
After the acute auge of the 
disease has passed, the symptoms 
become milder. There 
ie fever, 
weakness and indefinite pains. In 
the chronic form of the condition, 
the symptoms persist over long 
periods of time. Severe mental de­ 
pression is not unusual, and the 
weakness is persistent. 
In making the diagnosis, a careful 
study of the patient and his rn ed teal 
history is necessary. 
Combinations 
of 
etreptonrycin 
and the sulfonamide drugs have 
been found useful in the treatment 
of brucellosis. The new antibiotic 
preparation known as aureomycin 
also seems to be effective. The com­ 
bination of aureomycin and strep­ 
tomycin ha% to date, proved to be 
the most effective treatment of this 
condition in both man and animal. 
In chronic cases, preparations of 
manganese have been used and re­ 
portedly with much benefit. 
Prevention of thie disorder Is ex­ 
tremely important. The avoidance 
of unpasteurized or unboiled milk 
is essential. Many patients contract 
the disease through contact with 
infected animals; thus the elimina­ 
tion of the disease in animals will, 
of course, aid in preventing lie 
spread to human being*. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. S.: W hat causes stones to for* 
in the salivary glands?
